Long before the western farmer 
has finished his seeding in the 
spring, preparations have been be¬ 
gun by the railways to move his 
crop. Cars must be ordered, for 
each year more equipment is needed 
for the movement of the grain; other 
cars, which have been in service, 
must be brought into the repair 
yards and overhauled or rebuilt ac¬ 
cording to their needs, for the move¬ 
ment of grain is a strenuous work 
and grain cars show the effects gf a 
season’s haulage. And, since cars 
could not move forward without mo¬ 
tive power, new locomotives of im¬ 
mense hauling power are necessary 
and must be ordered, while those 
which have already seen service in 
this strenuous work must also be

Nor is this all. In preparation for 
the movement of heavy trains load¬ 
ed with wheat and in order that 
there shall be no delay en route 
from the farmer’s hands to the lake- 
head or to Vancouver, roadbed and 
other facilities must be in the best 
possible condition.

strategic points on the western lines, 
so that they will be available for 
rapid distribution Wherever they are 
needed. 


.Imports of Canadian produce and 
manufacture into Australia re¬ 
ceived during, the year ended June 
30th, 1924, amounted in value to 
£5,064,253, an expansion of £1,899,- 
803 over the previous year. It is 
the largest volume of trade yet re¬ 
corded between Canada and Aus¬ 
tralia. The greatest increase was 
in motor chassis though a good 
volume of trade was also done in 
rubber goods, boots and shoes.

NOW the committee mentioned individually and collectively as trustees for the general subscribers to the funds have 
chosen to be known as for the purpose of this agreement, the EDGERTON DISTRICT MEDICAL BOARD: 


AND WHEREAS the Edgerton District Medical Board is empowered under the authority vested in them by the subscribers 
thereto, to employ the services of a physician on the terms and conditions as hereinafter set forth, namely! 


1 That they engage a physician for the term of one year at a salary of $1,25 per month per householder paid in advance 
monthly; 

/ 

2. That in consideration of the payment of the salary mentioned the physician will give free medical services such as he can 
perform, without additional aid, to the subscribers to the scheme. Contract to provide for medical attention and minor surgery 
not including mid wifery or major surgery to all members of the party’s family under twenty-one years. Members of that 
family living away from home or married not included under the $15.50 contract. 

3. That the livery charges shall be paid by the contract holder at each visit. 

4 That the physician shall be at liberty to engage in his practice with all jarties who may not be subscribers under the 
scheme and that ir„ such practice he shall be permitted to charge the full fees at present in effect under the regulations of the 
Medical Association, or such fees as he may consider expedient, provided that his services in such capacities are not allowed to 
interfere with the proper fulfilment of his duties to the Edgerton DISTRICT MEDICAL BOARD and that any remuneration he 
may receive for services apart from that under the contract will not be considered as applied to the payment from the Board 
under the agreement herein. 

5. That for the purpose.of this agreement the subscriber will be entitled to free medical attention for himself and all 
dependent resident members of his family without any limitation being placed on the number of dependents provided such 
dependents who are physically fit are under the age of twenty-one years. Exceptions may be made to this by agreement 
between the Board and the physician. 

6 That in the event of the physician receiving calls at the same time from subscriber under the scheme and a non-sub¬ 
scriber, the subscriber under the scheme to be given preference except when the other case is an emergency. Mid-wifery 

to take preference over all.Patients under the contract to pay $25.00 for midwifery; failure to pay the $25.00 charge as provided 
under the scheme within six months, the Medical Association charge of $35.00 will be made. Abortion cases are not included in 
the scheme and charges for same will depend on the severity of the case less $10.00 from the Medical Association scale. 

7. That on being called out to see two or more patients in the contract at one time in thie same direction, the livery fee 

to be equally shared in the paying thereof. 

8. That emergency medicinei as supplied at visits shall be paid for at cost price, but medicines on prescription forms to 
be paid for at prevailing prices. ' 

9. That town members pay 50c per call at time of visit.

life itself. When we are aware 
of a weak spot in the harness, we 
strenthen it rather than risk the 
run-a-way or the accident, and 
we do not regard it a sign of 
weakness to do so. When we are 
aware of. loose b|olfe, flaws, or 
other faults developing in our 
machinery "Ac,prefer to fix.it up 
before further trouble and ex¬ 
penses is involved. The human 
body, like the harness and mach¬ 
ine, needs from time to time cer¬ 
tain care, and -Attention which if 
given early often prevents much 
greater trouble, pain and suffer¬ 
ing Iti is therefore wise to obtain 
the services of the doctor before 
the trouble becomes, too compli¬ 
cated. 


Quarantine restrictions are 
irksome to those upon whom they 
are imposed. No one cares to be 
s'hluit off from his fellows by the 
card at the doorway bearing the 
■warning* legend “Quarantine.”

Infantile'paralysis is ,a disease

It is., known 
to be caused by a germ, but .no 
means have yet been discovered 
by which to diagnose - the .(ease 
Until paralysis actually sets in. 

Most cases of infantile .par¬ 
alysis a few days after the onset 
develope symjptoims of paralysis, 
but this is not always the ease as 
many of the cases, both mild at¬ 
tacks or more severe, are not 
followed by paralysis.

Failure to re¬ 
port infectious disease, no mat¬ 
ter' how mild the individual ease 
Vnay be renders the parent or 
gUardian liable to a fine of $50.
